Claims 1-5 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Non-Final Action 
Applicant's response and claims filed on 1/19/2007 are acknowledged. The rejections 
and objections made in the previous office action are withdrawn. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The present invention is directed to a process between an olefin compound (formula (II)) 
with an azide compound (formula (III)) in the presence of a transition metal compound. The 
closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat. Nos. 5,840,895 and 6,093,714 (Ohtsuka et al.), which teach 
a similar process except the prior art does not teach the use of copper (I) chloride or iron (III) 
chloride as a transition metal compound in the reaction.
